High Point for Irrigation Bonds: 

A high point was reached the past 
week in offers for irrigation bonds, 
when an issue of $100,000 of United 
Irrigation district bonds was sold by 
the provincial government to the 
British American Bond Corporation of 
Vancouver for 103. The _ issue, 
which carries the government guaran- 
tee, was put through ‘by the provincial 
treasury in ‘behalf of the board of 
trustees of the irrigation district. 
This sale completes the issue of $500,- 
000 for this district. A sale was 
also made of $209,500.o0f New West 
irrigation district bonds at 102.81. 


Farmerettes Visit Province

\CROWN HAS NEW 
SENSATION IN 
DELORME CASE 


Attempt to Forge Another Link 
Chain of Circumstantial 


In 
Evidence 


Montreal, June 21.—An attempt to 
forge another link in the chain of cir- 
J cumstantial evidence against Adelard 
Delorme, indicted as the slayer of 
his half-brother, Raoul, in January, 
vied was made by the prosecution to- 

ay. R 

Producing its second sensation, the 
crown announced that it would bring 
a witness named Woods to swear that 
he had seen a motor car, similar to 
that owned by the priest, driving 
from near the cleric’s residence and 
later turning in the general direction 
of the suburbs where the slain boy’s 
body was found. 

During the afternoon the  prose- 
cution sought to show that Delorme 
had so maladministered the estate 
that he had incurred a personal de- 
ficit im his own account which he 
balanced by converting funds from 
the account of the slain boy. The 
defence, however, emphasized that 
all expenses were charged against 
the priest’s account, even the trips 
which he made with his brother. 
Furthermore, the value of the estate 
had been greatly enhanced under 
the prest's administration. 

The solitary witness of the day, 
WilNam Marien, auditor, who exam- 
{ined the books of the Delorme estate 
under instructions of the attorney- 
general, deposed that the priest’s ac- 
counting of the estate, while not con- 
ventional, was ofa highly meticulous 
character. He explained Delorme’s 
administration of the estate from 
the time of his father’s death. 

When Delorme assumed his post 
of administrator the estate was valued 
at, roughly, $190,000. At the time ‘of 
his brother’s murder it was valued at 
$250,000. 

Mysterious testimony along angles 
not developed in previous hearings 
is scheduled for early disclosure by 
R. L. Calder, crown prosecutor. 
Hints of the evidence to be produced 
were given in Mr. Calder’s prelimin- 
ary address to the jury and supple- 
mented by a trip made tonight to 
the scene of the crime.

HEBRIDEANS IN 
THE CITIES 


The Farmers’ Sun, Toronto, On- 
tario, published the following article 
<a short time ago: 


Of the party of three hundred young 
single men from ‘tthe Hebrides who re- 
ceived so much publicity on their ar- 
rival in this Province some weeks ago, 
about one-quarter are now engaged 
in industrial work in the cities  in- 
stead of on the ‘farms as had been 
plunned. The Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Provincial Immigration 
officials, under whose auspices the 
party was brought over, are naturally 
disappointed, although they claim 
that the matter has been exaggerated 
in the press. Jn previous parties of 
farm immigrants from the Old Coun- 
try, and other parties that have arriv- 
ed since, there has been no such de. 
sertion, the immigration officials 
claim. They believe that the unusual 
amount of publicity was partly re 
sponsible, and ‘that when the men 
were in Toronto waiting for trains to 
carry them to their local destinations, 
private employment agencies and 
well-meaning friends got hold of a 
number of the Hebrideans and advised 
them to take industrial rather than 
farm work. ‘Their contract with the 


Government, under the Empire _ set- 
tlement Scheme; required that they 
should stay in the Province for at 


least one. year. While it did not 
specifically-state “at farm work,” the 
men knew they had been selected for 
their farming experience, and before 
they reached Toronto each man had 
been placed with a farmer and had 
been given an introduction and _ his 
fare from Toronto to wherever his 
employer lived. The majority of men 
who went to the cities never gave the 
farm work a trial. A member of The 
Sun staff-had an opportunity of ta!k- 
ing to g number who-were engaged on 
construction work in an Ontario town. 
Their wage was thirty-five cents an 
hour; after deducting board and wash- 
ing, their monthly saving—provided 
the attractions of the town do _ not 
take a large share of it—is no more 
than a farm hand would get above his 
board. Besides, their work is season- 
al instead of yearly. . These men 
felt that they had more time to them 
selves than if they were working on 
the farm. This might be true in 
some degree, although the majority of 
farmers are considerate enough to 
give a good man some time to himself 
every week, . 

The men in the Hebridean party had 
an average loan’ of $65, for: transpor- 
tation, borne equally by ‘the. Ontario 
and British Governments,” The im- 
migration officials are confident -that 
this will be paid back ‘in full, no mat- 
ter where the men are working. No 
action is anticipated for breach of 
contract on the part of the “desert- 
ers,” alhough some unfounded reports 
were publshed in the press about de- 
portation. In future, however, the 
contract between the immigrant and 
the Government will stipulate, not 
only residence in Ontario, but “at 
farm work.” 

It is undoubtedly better to bring in 
men of the Hebridean type rather 
than Central and Southern European 
peasants, but the wisdom of trying to 
place immigrants, no matter how 
good, on the land, when native-born 
farmers’ sons are leaving their occu- 
pation by the thousands, is open to 
question. Before the farm will look 
More attractive than the city to the 
young men of the country the reward 
for the farmers’ labor must tally more 
closely with that of his city cousin. 


SIXTY DEAD FROM 
HEAT WAVE IN EAST 


Hottest June Day in History Is the 
Report. 


New York, June 21—With more 
than forty deaths and scores of pros- 
trations reported in the astern 
States, and with seventeen known 
dead and many prostrations reported 
in the Mid-western States, the United 
States continued today to  swelter 
inthe heat wave which has become 
almost general. Schools and factories 
throughout the Eastern States were 
closed today, and in many cities, city 
employees were given a holiday. 

Philadelphia reported the hottest 
June day in the history of its weather 
bureau when ‘the temperature mount- 
ed to 99 degrees, while it reached 95 
in Providence, the warmest spot list- 
ed in the New England states. 

While the death toll-in New York 
was larger today the temperature was 
two degrees below that ‘of yesterday 
when it reached 98. Fourteen deaths 
have been reported today in New 
York, as directly attributable to the 
heat. 

Boston reported a dozen deaths and 
many prostrations. 

Schools were closed and many in- 
dustries shut up their plants through 
the New England states. 

Conditions prevailing in the east 
were duplicated in the west. The 
heat wave was reported as extending 
to the Pacific coast. Seventeen 
were known to have died there from 
the heat and more than a score of 
prostrations occurred today. No re: 
lef was promised for the west for-& 
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week, 

Five more deaths, due directly or 
indirectly to the hot weather, were 
reported in Ohio today, bringing the 
total of those who have died from 
heat causes in the state since Monday 
to twenty-seven. 

In direct contrast to the prevailing 
heat were cold spells reported from 
western New Mexico and parts of 
Wisconsin. °

FEEDING STEERS AT A PROFIT 


The observation is made ‘by. the 
Superintendent of the Experimental 
Station at Scott, Saskatchewan, that 
hundreds of unfinished cattle are 
‘sold each fall in Saskatchewan on a 
low market, while, from the same 
farms that furnish them, feed grain 
is also sold at low prices. At this 
Station it has been the practice to 
feed a number of steers on such feeds 
as are ordinarily grown on Saskatche- 


wan farms. In his report for the year ; mosphere was perfumed by 


1922, the Superintendent states that 
the average spread between the price 
paid for feeders and the _ price 
which the steers were sold was 2.42 
cents a pound, for the past five years. 
This period includes the year 1920-21, 
when the selling price was below the 
purchase price owing to the depre- 
ciation of values from wartime to nor- 
mal prices.

head, excluding labour and_ interest 
charges, while the total profit was 
$2,429.42. The number of animals fed 
was 121, and stabling consisted of a 
straw shed such as any farmer can 
provide.

Canada. At the present moment, in +yROUGH.. THICK 


all parts of the country, there are 
magazines on sale, of a sort, which, a 


few years ago would not have been 
tolerated. There appears to be little 
sign of action on the part of either 
the government or anyone else. | 

As it is likely that the general pub- 
lic are not aware of just how serious 
the situation is, the Public Health 
Journal would advise its ‘readers to 
canvass the situation themselves. A 
casual visit to the nearest newsstand 
will reveal a condition of-affairs ‘which 
is more than sufficient reason for the 
writing of this editorial. ~ 

Ten years ago ONe would have found 
that the demands of the reading pub- 
lic were adequately met by a supply 
of such high grade periadicals, as 
“Scribner's,” “Harper's,” ~ “Atlantic 
Monthly,” “Century,” “Saturday Even- 
ing Post,” and other publications of a 
similiar character. Today, in the 
forefront, are magaines under a vari- 
ety of names, of which “Snappy Stor- 
ies,” “Telling Tales,” “Saucy Stories” 
are examples. ‘These publications 
are generally not only filled with 
anvei, but they also include stories of 
such a definitely objectionable char- 
acter that they are a menace to the 
moral well being of the country. 

There has recently come to the at- 
tention of this journal a copy of 
“Saucy ‘Stories.” A copy of this 
fiith purveying medium is enough to 
rouse the wrath of any citizen who 
cares anything for the decent living 
of the people. 

It is filled with stories of a danger- 
ous character, most of them relating 
incidents, which not only have to do 
with sex, but which are told in such a 
way and from such an angle as to 
make any sennsible reader concirde 
that the only safe method ‘by which 
one can dispose of such muck is tu 
ban it from the mails altogether. 
One's determination will probably no: 
be lessened in the least by thé infor- 
mation that these magazines are 
commonly snapped up with avidity by 
young school girls. A fine school for 
moral training they provide! _ 

Some magazines have, of course, 
kept up their old time high standards, 
and it is still possible to buy first rate 
fiction. It is worthy of note, however, 
that, on the whole, the last ten years 
have been a period of deterioration 
for many magazines upon which one 
used to feel that full reliance’ could 
be placed. The outstanding: examples 
mentioned here are perhaps the worst 
because they have no_ redeemirg 
features nor have ever had. If, how- 
ever, it were possible to do-some clean- 
ing up, starting with thesé most glar- 


‘ing offenders, it would be with a light 


heart that one would proceed to deal 
with some of the better class offend- 
ers whose main appeal seems to bu 
through Pacer veuete appearing iu 
both illustrations and reading matter. 

The Public Health Journal presum- 
es that some of its subscribers read 
its editorial dicta and pay gome at- 
tention to them. An appeal is made 
herewith to readers‘and subscribers 
alike to help in a crusade against the 
literary scavengers and _ scandal 
mongers whose ‘publications pollute 
the atmosphere of our newstands 
and the minds of our young people. 
The attention of the Canadian Social 
Hygiene Council, whose duty it is +o 
pay some heed to an appeal of this 
sort is hereby directed to the mat- 
ter.

the surface through which can be 
seen bubbling up the boiling lava. 

The fields of Fiume, Freddo Diana 
and Calatabiano, once green and 
beautiful, now covered with heavy 
deposits of dust and cinders, tremble 
and heave beneath the feet, while the 
roaring - ‘sounds accompanying the 
eruption mingle with the rumblings of 
lorries through the darkness carrying 
away the refugees and their posses- 
sions from the doomed villages. 

Approaching the volcano, masses of 
flery material thrown up from_ ithe 
smaller craters can be seen. They 
roll slowly down the. mountainside, 
and above them are dense clouds of 
smoke and vapor. One by one, the 
splendid homes and villages are 
overborne and destroyed.

At  Castigone the inhabitants 
linger in their houses, collecting and 
packing their. possessions, though 
doubtless most, of these must be 
abandoned along the road.

~ HOG PASTURES 


(Experimental Farms Note) : 


Hog pastures are valuable in pjg 
feeding, both for the young, growing 
ppigs and for the brood sow and her 
litter. 3 

Sows that have the run of a good 
pasture, particularly {f the ground 
has been kept free from vermin, are 
less likely to cause diggestive troubles 
in the young pigs, through the milk 
than are those confined in ‘pens or 
allowed only -the run of a dry lot. The 
small yards close to the pjggery are 
liable to become infested with ~ ver- 
min, and this is certain to cause seri- 


‘ous losses in the young: pigs, while 


ground that is used for pasture is 
comparatively free from these para- 
sites, particularly if worked up and 
seeded freshly at least every two 
years, Ri ee 

It is particularly important to have 
this fresh, lus pasture available as 
early as posstble in the spring, so that 
the sows and their.-litters may be

ss00n as the young pigs are old 
enough. Fall rye is the first. pasture 
available, and has a distinct advan- 
tage for early spring use over all other 
pastures on this account. 

Alfalfa provides ‘the-most desirable 
permanent pasture, and also produces 
good. succulent growth. for a ‘longer 
time than perhaps any other. Some

THE ROYAL GRAIN 
INQUIRY COMMISSION 


For twenty. years, more or less, 
there has been a continual protest 
from the farmers of Western Canada 
{n regard to our present system of 
marketing grain. That protest has 
continued ever since the adoption of 
the present: elevator system. The far- 
mers have protested against the ele- 
vator companies, the grain exchange, 
the railways, the exporters, and every 
other person who had anything to do 
with the marketing. We find no 
fault with these protests—human {n- 
stitutions are fallible. It may he the 
fault-finding was justified. The 
whole marketing system of grain in 
Western Canada has grown up and 
developed within the past few years. 
It is absurd to expect it to be perfect, 
or even capable at all times of meet- 
ing the demands-mage upon It. 

It may be true that this system {s 
not the best that can be devised. Some 
of the ablest men in Canada have 
condemned {t. Many of the keenest 
minds have praised it, but the point 
we want to make now is that the gov- 
ernment has appointed a commission 
to investigate the whole ‘business, 
and it is the duty of farmers and. of 
all others‘ interested to state their 
problems before this commission as 
clearly as possible, with the one idea 
of helping to devise means of im- 
provement. 

The Commission began at Edmonton 
on June-25th. It goes to Stettler on 
the 27th, Calgary on the 28th, Vulcan 
July 4th, Cardston July 6th, Lethbridge 
on the 9th, Claresholm on the 11th, 
and Alsask on the 13th. These meet- 
ings cover the province in a broad 
and general way. All those who lay 
any claim to special knowledge of 
marketing problems should attend 
these meetings prepared to give evi- 
dence that will help to solve’ the 
particular problems in hand. 

Any commission is composed of 
human beings trying, sometimes vain- 
ly, to reach the light. Their ability 
to solve the problems will depen 
largely on the amount of help they 
get from practical men who have had 
experiénce in the business of produc- 
ing and marketing the Canadian grain 
crop. If you are in a position to give 
assistance of this kind, make it a 
point to appear before the commis- 
sion. If you have any special infor- 
mation you would like the commis- 
sion to receive,.send it to the Secre- 
tary, Royal Grain Inquiry Commission,

THE CITY ‘AND THE 
‘WESTERN GENERAL 


‘To the Editor.of The News. 
Dear ‘Sir,— 

’ The question is frequently asked, 
what is the plant’ of the ‘“‘Western 
General” ‘worth if; eventually, the 
city has_to purchase it? 

To answer that with any approach 
to accuracy many things must be tak- 
en into account: the original cost; de- 
preciation; its comparison as ‘to 
original cost and working expenses 


market value. 

In 1916 the Company stated that 
the capital expenditure“since organi- 
zation was $148,000. The John Galt 
Co., who valued the plant in Decem- 
ber, 1911, in their report to the Coun- 
cil, said, “Ion general ‘we believe that 
$91,000 for the work and material, 
when nev, is rather on the high side, 
and that the average depreciation al- 
lowed (approximately 25 per cent.) is 
reasonable, considering the age and 
condition of the various parts of the 
plant.” 

Since then extensions of the tele- 
phone, light and power into the 
country and town, necessitating addi- 
tional outlay in poles and wire, have 
been made, but at same time increas- 
-}ing the revenue. 

In 1921 the provincial government 
purchased the telephone system for 
$85,000, the Company in the first 
instance asking $110,000, the govern- 
ment expert’s valuation being $55,000, 
just one half of that of the Company. 
The government, on taking it over, 
practically rebuilt the whole system. 
The only deduction to be drawn from 
this -was, that it was out of date, or 
else worn out. 

Hitherto it has been difficult to ob- 
tain definite data from other towns of 
similar population and conditions, but 
recently the Dominion Government 
have issued a bulletin dealing ‘with 
electrical plants in ‘Canada, from 
which comparisons can be drawn 
with Red Deer. The following data 
is for the year 1920: ; 

Camrose—Population, 1892. Plant 
installed in 1911. Capital invested in 
plant and equipment, $55,500. Total 
horse power, 255. 17 miles of wood- 
en pole lines. Power generated, 
295,000 k.w. hours. Use of power, 
lighting 85%; general manufacturing 
14%. 

Lacombe—Population, 1133. Steam 
power plant installed in 1909. Capital 
invested, $25,000. Total horse power, 
253. 9 miles of wooden pole lines. 
Power generated, 193831 k.w. hours. 
Use of power, 70%; general power 
purposes 30%. 

Wetaskiwin—Population, 2061. Plant 
installed in 1905.
